You will observe that I have, kcyt 


distinct the receipts and expenditures 
on account of the evening banquet and 
thc other expenses in connection with 
the celebration.. This I have done for ag.'.in 
approve

quet was Intended to he substantial!} 
self-supporting; and second, 
because 


the proceeds of the sale of tickets for 
the banquet necessarily came to me 
anil by me have been used for the pay- 
ment of the banquet bills, \vhile' the 
funds put at the disposal of the com- 
mittee by the City of Lowell (lid not 
come to my hands, and thus the bills 
for the general celebration will bo paid 
by the city treasurer. 


It will be remembered that the city 


government appropriated $2,500 for the 
proper celebration of April 19.' Of this 
the committee has, so far as knowledge 
ha,c come to me as treasurer, expend- 
ed 52,051.57, as appears In detail be- 
low, thus leaving a balance of J445.43 
unexpended. .It Is possible that other 
bills may come in, but your treasurer 
has waited a month in order to col- 
lect every bill of which he had any 
knowledge. All the bills submitted vu 
to this time have now been assembled 
and put In the hands of the city aud- 
itor, for approval.
